Private Lives 5 Months with 12 Pieces

London, Nov. 2.—(By Mail.)—A 


true British "die hard" is recorded 
with the death in the Norwich hos- 
pital today of Private Albert Sepple, 
Second Leicester Regiment, who lived 
nearly five months with twelve pieces 
of shrapnel in his brain, his rigiit 
side paralyzed and his left shoulder 
and knee shattered.
